Coffee County sues and is sued

On Friday, December 21, a 
$125,000 civil lawsuit was filed 
against Marilyn Ammons, former 
Coffee County Commission book 
keeper, by county attorney, Warren 
Rowe. 

The suit also asks that Mrs. Am- 
mons’ assets be attached by the 
court. 

According to the law suit, more 
than $125,000 in county funds is 
missing and Mrs. Ammons stands 
accused of "knowingly, and without 
consent of the county” taking the 
money. 

In October of last year, Mrs. Am- 
mons was arrested and charged with 
first degree theft in connection with 
the alleged missing funds. She is 
presently free on a $20,000 appear- 
ance bond. 

A preliminary hearing for Mrs. 
Ammons has been scheduled for this 
month.

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton and Coffee County adminis- 
trator Wilson Mobley have both 
signed affidavits alleging Mrs. Am- 
mons, "is disposing of property, both 
real and personal.” The suit charges 
she is disposing of the property'so as 
to prevent the county from attaching 
it to be used in the replacing missing 
county funds mentioned in the grand 
jury indictment. 

Mrs. Ammons’ husband, Buddy 
Ammons, former Coffee County 
Chief Deputy. Sheriff, was not 
named in the suit, nor was his per 


sonal property singled out for attach- 
ment. 

A $20 million lawsuit has been 
filed against the members of the Cof- 
fee County Commission and the 
Board of Registrars by Dell Ellis, his 
wife, Nancy, and their two children, 
Della and Joseph. 

The Ellises are each seeking $2.5 
million compensatory damages and 
$2.5 million in punitive damages. 

The suit is a results of the Ellises 
claiming that their voting rights, 
right to free speech and due process 
of the law have all been violated. 
They also maintain that they were 
the victims of malicious prosecution. 

Last July, the Ellises were indict- 
ed by a Coffee County Grand Jury 
for voter fraud and perjury. The El- 
lises had voted a challenge ballot in 
last year's general election after their 
names had been removed from the 
voters list by the Board of Regis- 
trars. 

The Board had removed the Ellis- 
es from ihe voters list after it was de- 
termined that they lived in Geneva 
County which borders Coffee 
County on the south. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts dis- 
missed the grand jury indictments af- 
ter which District Attorney Joel Fol- 
mar filed an appeal with the 
Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals. 
No ruling has been made at this 
time. 

After the dismissal of the indict- 
ments, the Ellises filed a civil law- 
suit against the Board of Registrars 
seeking to have their names returned 
to the Coffee County voters list. 
They were awarded that right by a 
jury of their peers in early December 
of last year. 

The Ellises do, in fact, have a 
home in Geneva County, but they 
contended in their suit that their 
domicile is Coffee County. Domicile 
being that which includes their work, 
civic, church, social and other inter- 


ests. The jury agreed by stating that 
domicile privilege allows the Ellises 
to vote in Coffee County's elections. 
In addition to the commission 
members, board members, and 
county attorney, Mrs. Elizabeth Ed- 
wards, wife of Board of Registrars 
member Alfred Edwards, is named 
in the $20 million lawsuit. Ironical- 
ly, Mrs. Edwards was a member of 
the grand jury that indicted the Ellis- 
es in July ‘90.

Mrs. Edwards was qouted as say- 
ing she was "shocked" after receiv- 
ing her copy of the suit last Friday. 
Although she served on the grand 
jury which returned the indictments 
against the Ellises, she stated that 
she did not discuss the GJ's actions 
with her husband. 

“We heard a lot of cases while I 
was on the jury,” Mrs. Edwards said. 
"The Ellises' case was just one of 
many. I didn't know they had voted 
or attempted to vote until I heard it 
at the grand jury." 

Mrs, Edwards said when she was 
summoned to grand jury duty, she, 
along with other prospective jurors, 
was asked who she was, who her 
husband was, and about her voca- 
tion. She said no one ever told her 
she wasn't supposed to hear the El- 
lises' case. 

Mr. Ellis contends that he and his 
family have allegedly been targeted 
by the County Commission, Board 
of Registrars, and the County Attor- 
ney after he questioned Mr. Rowe's 
legal fees and complained of road 
conditions near his mother's home. 

No court date has been set for ei- 
ther of the lawsuits to be heard. 


Whitmans replace display case 


A little piece of Elba history is 
back in place after the march 1990 
flood temporarily displaced it. Mrs. 
Flournoy Whitman presented the 
keys to a_ historical collection/ 
memento display case to the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department. Fire 
Chief Lloyd -Driggers accepted the 
keys on the behalf of the department. 

The case replaces the one origi- 
nally dedicated by the grandchildren 
and great grandchildren of Flournoy 
Whitman in December of 1983. It 
was in memory of Mr. Whitman's 53 
years of service to the Elba Volun- 
teer Fire Department. 

The contents of the cabinet were 
salvaged from the March flood. "All 
the items from the original cabinet 
were found in the fire station,” said 
Chief Driggers. "Only the cabinet 
had to be replaced." 

The memorabilia include a por- 
trait of Whitman, his fireman's hel- 
met, his badge and chief's badge, his 
coffee mug, his 5O year service 
plaque, and a framed news clipping 
from The Elba Clipper depicting 
the original presentation of the case 
in December of 1983. 

The family hopes that other citi 
zens of Elba will contribute items of 
historical interest about the fire de- 
partment to add to the collection.

Judge Riley Green retires 
after 26 years on the bench 


The 12th Judicial Circuit lost its 
senior judge today, December 31, 
1990. Circuit Judge Riley P. Green 
retired serving 26-years on the 
bench. 

Judge Green was appointed after 
the creation of a second judgeship in 
the 12th Judicial Circuit on October 
T, 1964. Prior to becoming a judge, 
Green served two years in Pike 
County as solicitor. 

Alabama also lost a senior mem- 
ber of the bench - Judge Green ranks 
third in seniority of the circuit judges 
serving in the state. 

District Attorney Joel Folmar, 
who serves the 12th Judicial District 
as D.A., was quoted as saying, "I 
nave always been able to point to 
Judge Green as being one of the fair- 
est in the state." 

"Another judge will be appointed 
for the circuit, but Judge Green can- 
not be replaced," stated Folmar. 

Judges Gary McAliley and Terry 
Butts had nothing but "high praise" 
for the judge. ; 

McAliley said Green is one of the 
better legal minds in the state. 

"Judge Green does what is fair 
and just according to the law, and 
has no political learnings which in- 
fluence his decisions," said McAli- 
ley. 

Judge McAliley stated that when 
he ran for circuit judge the first time, 
He (Green) toki him that being a cir- 
cuit judge was not what one should 
choose as a career. 

Green, being the senior judge 
with many years of experience, was 


often asked for advice by the other 
judges. "He was always there when I 
or the others judges needed help," 
said McAliley. 

Judge Terry Butts said Judge 
Green "made some of the most cou- 
rageous, guttiest decisions that a 
judge is called upon to make, and he 
did so without flinching." 

Butts said Green who is a "thor- 
ough professional” will be missed. 


"I will miss him personally, but 
the circuit will also miss him," said 
Butts. 

A judge will be appointed by 
Governor Guy Hunt to serve the re- 
mainder of Judge Green's term. The 
appointment will be made from qual- 
ified candidates residing in Pike 
County. 

The 12th Judicial Circuit is made 
up of Coffee and Pike Counties.

running out of numbers 


A shoriage of available telephone 
numbers is occurring in the 205 area 
code, and GTE and the other local 
telephone companies in Alabama 
have come up with a solution to the 
problem. 

Beginning January 13, 1991, all 
telephone users in Alabama must in- 
clude the 205 area code when plac- 
ing long distant calls within the 
state, or the calls will not go 
through. 

“Almost a million telephone num- 
bers can be created by just using the 
area code when placing long distant 
calls within the state," said Rick Ro- 
tenberry, GTE’s Alabama division 
manager, 

He said the number one and zero, 
previously used exclusively in area 
codes, will now be used in Uwee dig- 
it exchange numbers, 

"A complete telephone number, 
including the area code, must be 
used under this system, or telephone 
company swiiching equipment won't 
be able to distinguish between area 
codes and the three digit prefix of a 
customer's telephone number," Ro- 
tenberry explained, 

Rapid population growth in Ala- 
bama, plus the proliferation of cellu- 
lar telephones, facsimile machines 
and pager services is the reason for 
the shortage of available telephone 
numbers in the 205 area code, ac- 


cording to Rotenberry. 

Prior to the implementation of 
these dialing changes, long distant 
calls within the 205 area code were 
made by dialing "1" or "0" plus the 
telephone number, 

GTE’s division manager remind- 
ed residential and business custom- 
ers with Speed Calling and Call For- 
warding SmariCall features to 
reprogram any long distant numbers 
prior to January 13. he noted that 
burglary and fire alarm autodialers, 
facsimile machines and computer 
modems may also require repro- 
gramming. 

Rotenberry also said that multi- 
line business customers with PABX 
and key systems which have aulo- 
matic call routing capabilities, oF 
which include Speed Calling and 
Call Forwarding SmartCall features, 
may also require equipment modifi- 
cations, The system vendor should 
be contacted regarding these chang- 
es, he said.

Each member of the band, except per- 
cussion, was required to play twelve ma- 
jor scales and a chromatic scale from the 
Symphonic Band Clinic booklet from 
memory. A major scale is a scale that 
moves up pitch by pitch. The pitch of 
music is how low or high the note is, For 
instance, a person who sings alto would 
sing @ lower pitch than one who sings so- 
prano. A chromatic scale is a scale that 
moves up a half pitch a the time. In addi 
tion, the auditioners had to play a stacca 
to and legato etude from an "I Recom- 
mend" chorale booklet. Chorale music is 
music for a concert band. An etude is a 
short piece of music for a warm-up. 

All persons who play percussion in 
struments, except for those who play the 
mallet instruments such as bells, were re 
quired to try out on the snare drum. They 
had to play 13 rudiments and lesson 45 
from the Hasketll Hart method book for 
percussion instruments. A rudiment is a 
very basic music scale that players of 
percussion instruments first learn to play 

Each member of, the band are also re 
quired to sightread music. The students 
were given an unfamiliar piece of music 
and a minute to look it over. This short 
preparation for playing this piece of mu 
sic helps a great deal in determining a 
person's playing ability. 

Two assistant Professors of Music 
from Troy State University were the 
judges for the tryouts. Mr. Ray Smith, a 
woodwind specialist and saxophone in- 
structor at TSU was in charge of the

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Solid elements are cast iron plates 
in which clectrical heating coils have 
been placed and arranged to provide 
even heat distribution. Iron retains 
heat well, so the burner can be 
tumed off before food is thoroughly 
cooked and retained heat can be used 
to finish the job -- an energy saving 
feature. Although there are different 
types of solid elements, all are 
Slightly elevated and sealed to the 
cooktop surface. No spills can get 
under the elements and there are no 
drip bowls to clean. 

For regular cleaning, wiping the 
element with a damp cloth is often 
sufficient. If the element is lightly 
soiled, use an all purpose powdered 
or liquid cleanser and rinse thor- 
Oughly For more difficult stains, 
soapy scouring pads are suggested. 
Again, rinse thoroughly. Warming 
the element at a low setting before 
cleaning will facilitate the process. 
Whatever cleaning process is used, 
heat the clement on a medium set- 
ting immediately afterward so it will 
dry thoroughly and not rust or cor- 
rode. 

Always allow the cooktop to cool 
completely before cleaning, For nor- 
mal daily cleaning, simply wipe the 
top with a damp cloth; a glass clean- 
er can be used to remove smudges 
and light soil. For those difficult-to- 
remove siains, use a nonabrasive 
cleanser, hand dishwashing liquid or 
a paste of baking soda and water. Do 

not use any cleaning product that is 
not recommended for use on glass. 
Rinse thoroughly, then dry and buff 
with a clean dry cloth.

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GUILTY OF SODOMY AND SEXUAL ABUSE 


Butts sentences Evans to 20 years

A former Enterprise business 
man, Richard (Rick) Evans, age 45, 
was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
Monday evening. Evans, charged 
with Ist. degree sodomy and Ist de- 
gree sexual abuse, was sentenced by 
Circuit Judge Terry Butts after a 
lengthy sentence hearing in Elba. 

The sentence consisted of 20 
years for sodomy and 10 years for 
sexual abuse. Judge Butts ordered 
the sentences to run concurrently. 
Also, Evans was ordered to pay res- 
titution in the amount of $1,005.85 
(the amount paid for counseling ser- 
vices for the 6 year-old female vic- 
tim), court costs and $50 on each 
count to the Victim's Crime Com- 
pensation Fund.

New Brockton awards phaselll sewer project to Dothan firm

The awarding of a substantial 
contact was the major item on the 
agenda for New Brockton's City 
Council meeting last Monday eve- 
ning. City fathers awarded the bid 
for completing Phase III of the 
town's sewer construction project to 
the construction firm of Blankenship 
& Lee of Dothan, Alabama. 

The Dothan firm submitted the 
_low bid of $283,844.97 at the De- 
cember 17th meeting at which time 
all the bids were tabled until they 
could be studied by the city's engi- 
neer, David Hicks. The low bid met 
all the required specifications set- 
forth in the bid request and was 
awarded ‘in Monday's meeting. 

Phase III includes the running of 
new sewer lines along Fiztsimmons 
and Railroad Streets arid to the ele- 
mentary school located off North 
John Street. Also, new lines wiil be 
run along North John Street to the 
intersection of U. S. Highway 84. 

In addition, two pumping or lift 
stations will be installed on N. John 
and Fitzsimmons Streets. 

The construction on the above 
sewer project is scheduled to start in 


February. 
The city council also received ac- 
knowledgement from the Coffee 


County Commission that they would 
agree to help maintain the sewer sys- 
tem to county facilities located in the 
city.

new county jail , Farm Center build- 
ings, and the county highway depart- 
ment's complex. 

A question arose concerning sew- 
er problems which might arise or be 
caused from "washdown areas" with- 
in the county facilities. The question 
was: what if a problem developed in 
sewer lines outside the county com- 
plex, but was a results of products 
entering the sewer system from the 
“washdown areas" - would the 
county be responsible. All felt that 
they would be, but the question 
would be presented to the city's at- 
torney for an opinion. 


In other matters, the councilmen 
agreed to request bids for enclosing 
the shed adjacent to the southside of 
city hall. The enclosure could or 
would be used to house the city’s 
newly acquired fire truck or the res- 
cue squad's ambulance. Presently, 
the new fire truck is being kept out- 
side exposed to the elements. 

Councilmen agreed to pay $200 
toward the sponsorship of a float to 
represent Coffee County and her cit- 
ies in the inaugural parade. The pa- 
rade is to be held January 14 in 
Montgomery, Alabama prior to the 
swearing-in ceremony of Governor 


Guy Hunt.

Elba schools deals with proration 


Proration of education by the 
State of Alabama will have an imme- 
diate impact on every school system 
in Alabama. 

Locally Elba Superintendent 
Charles Pearce explained he has al- 
ready put into action a plan devised 
last November when it became evi- 
dent proration was a strong possibili- 
ty. 

A cut of $140,000 would hurt any 
school's budget, but when it comes 
as a 3.9% cut in the annual budget 
but later in the school year, it means 
in reality the cut is a larger percent- 
age. This time it means the schools 
must cut 5% from their budgets for 
the rest of the year. ; 

No funds can be cut from teache 


salaries and some other fixed ex- 
penses. Therefore all cuts must come 
from about 25% of the state funds 
received. That puts the 5% up to 
20% of the available funds. 

Pearce named five areas he told 
principals on Monday where cuts 
must be made. 

1. Lay off all temporary help. 
This was done at the Christmas 
break. 

2. Cut teacher supply money 
from $525 a year to $400. This is a 
cut to 80% of their scheduled funds. 

3. All capital expenditures 
stopped unless directly involving 
safety of students and faculty. 

4. All thermostats set no higher 
than 66° to save energy. 


5. All administrative travel 
stopped unless required by the state 
education department. Then car 
pooling used if at all possible. 

The Superintendent said an effort 
would be made to conserve on 
school bus fuel but it is awful hard to 
get those busses to go get students 
without burning gasoline! 

Pearce said this will be reviewed 
monthly and if it is not getting the 
desired results, additional cuts will 
be made. 

He stated that he doesn't antici- 
pate having to go to the banks to bor- 
row operating money, but some fund 
balances will surely drop below de- 
sired minimum. 


Hartzell, a mental health counselor 
who has been seeing the child vic- 
tim; Linda Evans, Mr. Evans’ former 
wife of 22 years; and a former 15 
year-old (at the time) employee of 
Mr. Evans’. Evans is the former 
owner of Badcock Home Furnish- 
ings in Enterprise. 

Defense witnesses consisted of: 
Dr. Guy Renfroe, a clinical psychol- 
ogist from Montgomery; Ms. JoAnn 
Bowden, a character witness; June 
Evans, Evans’ 71 year-old mother. 
Also, one of Mr. Evans’ sons and his 
sister testified on his behalf. Just 
prior to sentencing, Rick Evans took 
the stand on his own behalf. 

The attorney for the defense con- 
tended that nothing could be accom- 
plished by sending Mr. Evans to 
prison, but by him receiving psycho- 
logical help (at his own expense) he 
could once again "prove himself" 
and once again become a productive 
citizen in society. 

The prosecution maintained that 
the only sure way to prevent Mr. 
Evans from committing the same of- 
fense again was to put him in prison. 
Dr. Renfroe, a witness for the de- 
fense, testified that no guarantee 
could be given that Mr. Evans would 
not commit the act again 

In testimony presented to the 
court, it was stated that Mr. Evans 
had committed the same crime two 
or three years prior to the one for 
which he was being sentenced. The 
victim was also a young female 
child. 

Evans of Route 1, Jack, Alabama 
was indicted by an Elba Division 
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grand jury in June of 1990. On Sep- 
tember 8, 1990, he plead guilty to 
both charges, sodomy and sexual 
abuse. Just prior to a scheduled sen- 
tencing hearing on October 29, 
1990, Evans changed his plea to not 
guilty. The state contended that he 
(Evans) could not change his plea at 
that time, but the defense argued that 
it was his constitutional right! 

After a lot of legal maneuvering 
by both state and defense attorneys, 
the matter was appealed to the Crim- 
inal Court of Appeals for a ruling, 
but before the Court could rule, 
Evans once again changed his plea 
back to guilty thus bringing about 
the six-hour sentencing hearing 
Monday evening. 

At the close of the hearing, Evans 
tearfully made a plea to the court to 
give him a chance "to prove himself" 
and allow him to stay in counseling 
under Dr, Renfroe. He has been in- 
volved in group therapy for sex of- 
fenders since August of 1990. The 
group is under the direction of Dr. 
Renfroe. 

Judge Butts sentenced Evans and 
stated that, in his order, he would re- 
quest that he (Evans) be sent to a 
state prison facility where he might 
receive psychological treatment for 
his "problem." 

"The whole thing is a tragedy to 
the world," Butts stated as he de- 
clared the hearing over. 

Evans has the right to appeal and 
a working appeal bond has been set 
at $35,000. At press time, Evans was 
still in the Coffee County Jail in 
Elba. 


Foshee seeks change of 
venue in pending lawsuit

On October 30, 1990, a lawsuit 
was filed against State Senator Crum 
Foshee by Roy Hilton, vice chair- 
man of the Coffee County Republi- 
can Party. The suit challenged Fosh- 
ee's right to hold political office. 

The suit came just seven days 
prior to the general election on No- 
vember 6 inwhich Foshee was being 
opposed by Republican opponent J. 
T. Raley. He went on to win the 
election by more than a 2,500 vote 
margin. 

Foshee is now contending that the 
suit should be changed from Mont- 
gomery County, where it was origi- 
nally filed, to a county within State 
Senate District 31. This is the district 
which Foshee represents. 

The suit alleges that a pardon was 
granted to Foshee in connection with 
a conviction for mail fraud, but it did 
not restore his right to hold an elect- 
ed office. 

The Senator reportedly stated that 


Elba W & E Board okays free increases 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted Tuesday evening to in- 
crease water tapping fees and to 
change the late fees for utility users. 

The late fees will change from the 
flat fee of $5.00 and will be based on 
7% of the amount owed with a mini- 
mum of $3.00. The maximum will 
be $35.00 a month. 

This will benefit late payers who 
owe only a small water bill but will 
cost large users more, 

The increase in water tapping fees 
will not be effective until March 17, 
1991, 

At that time a 3/4" water tap (the 
average household) will cost 
$200.00 plus $50.00 if a roadway 
must be disturbed, 

A 1" water tap will cost $300,00 
plus the same $50 for tearing up the 
road, 

Both the 2" and the 3" water taps 
(those occasionally installed for a 
commercial account) will increase to 
$400 and $500 respectively plus the 
$50, 

Added to all the above water tap 
charges will be the charges for the 
backflow preventor which is re- 
quired on all new installations, 

Also the fee will be doubled if a 
four lane highway has to be cut, If 
the roadway has to be bored under, 
(which is a contract job) the cusiom- 
er will be charged the actual cost. 

A short review of the financial 
condition of the utility showed it is 
in relatively good condition consid- 
ering the problems of the past year. 

Monthly bills were approved for 
payment and the board members re- 
viewed the delinquent utility ac- 
counts. 

Also presented to the board was a 
list of five returned checks totaling 


$553.58, Efforts are being made to 
collect these funds, 

The board approved a “Customer 
Deposit Refund Form” recommend- 
ed by City Clerk Pat Boothe. She ex- 
plained the auditors had approved 
the form and the procedure. 

It will be used on some $23,000 
of inactive accounts which are await- 
ing application of deposits, 

All deposits made before 1982 
were previously refunded to custom- 
ers, even if they were still using cily 
utilities. Those since 1982 are still 
on deposit and a form was needed to 
properly handle the refunds for dis- 
continued accounts, 

Lynn Mitchell, of Peters-Mitchell 
& Associates, presented the board 
with a comprehensive study of the 
Elba water system. It included a 
breakdown on exactly what the sys- 
tem presently consists of and recom- 
mendations on what is needed. 

A major concern was the upcom- 
ing needs of water to the new school 
park on Highway 84 West. 

Mitchell said extensive work 
must be done to get adequate water 
to the new schools, He noted that the 
well on that end of town is presently 
pumping seven hours a day but the 
booster pump is already operating 24 
hours a day, 

Also needing extensive upgrad- 
ing, according to Mitchell, is the wa- 
ter supply on the opposite end of 
Highway 84. He explained that the 
long lines, with no tie-ins to other 
lines, caused supply problems during 
heavy usage times, 

One proposal given to the board 
included dniling an additional walter 
well, This would help supply the av- 
erage daily 900,000 gallons needs 
of the community, plus extend the 


life of the three existing water wells. 

The addition of an elevated 
300,000 storage tank on the East 
side of town plus some larger supply 


lines would solve that problem and 


alfow for further expansion, the engi- 
neer told board members. 

Elba presently has a storage ca- 
pacity for one million gallons of wa- 
ter. Mitchell recommended increas- 
ing that to 1.6 million with the 
storage tank on the East plus another 
on the West end of town. 

He urged both these be elevated 
tanks to give better waler pressure to 
the entire town without depending 
on booster pumps which must use 
costly electricity. 

Board members were asked to re- 
view the extensive report and be pre- 
pared to make some decisions in 
coming months.
